located approximately halfway between the forward end and aft end of the mixing tube 
nor is there any motivation to do so. While it may be known in other types of injectors to 
locate the nozzle tip at the halfway position, e.g. Bahr et al (3,853,273), there would be 
no reason to incorporate such a positioning with the detailed structure of the dual fuel 
nozzles of the claims due to the completely different requirements of such a 
configuration. For claims 10, 16, with regard to the language "such as," the examiner's 
position is that one of ordinary skill in the art would be able to understand the metes and 
bounds of these claims and thus are definite under 1 12, 2 nd paragraph by the standards of 
MPEP 2173.02.
